Mr. Julian K. Sprague, President, 
recently attended the 2nd RETMA 
Symposium on Reliability, where he 
stated that “military contracts must 
be taken off the auction block”. 

During the symposium, which in¬ 
cluded top military and industrial 
personalities, Mr. Sprague insisted 
that in order to insure reliability of 
electronic equipment, not only should 
the end product be tested, but there 
must be a system which would permit 
qualification of manufacturers of 
components. There must be a peri¬ 
odic inspection of supplying com¬ 
panies to determine that they have the 
facilities, manpower and philosophy to 
turn out reliable equipment. 

Mr. Sprague went on to say that 
no one test is sufficient to assure re¬ 
liability. Continual life testing is 
necessary and therefore the Qualified 
Products List (QPL) would be more 
meaningful as a Qualified Manu¬ 
factures List. 

In order to accomplish this no 
change in military regulations would 
be necessary, Mr. Sprague stated. 
Contracting officers now have the 
power to select bidders without being 
subject to price or bid regulations.

Competition is not an easy way of life. Every so often a business firm is 
forced to close down because it cannot compete successfully.

Vincent Sweenv. Resident Patent 
Agent, has announced the following: 

Dayton. Ohio. Sales Represen¬ 
tative. Harvie W. Whitby. Sr. was 
awarded L’. S. Letters Patent 2.786.- 
172 for a low temperature capacitive 
type motor starting combination for a 
motor having a starting winding and 
a running winding. The starting 
combination includes an electrolytic 
capacitor and a switching circuit to 
connect one of the capacitor electrodes 
in series with the motor starting wind¬ 
ing to thereby provide a heating ele¬ 
ment for the capacitor. Mr. Whit¬ 
by’s device permits the use of an elec¬ 
trolytic capacitor at extremely low 
temperatures, c.g.,-65 C, even though 
such capacitors normally lose most of 
their capacitance when cooled below 

-20°C. 

The company was awarded Li. S. 
Letters Patent 2.786.398 for an im¬ 
proved process and apparatus for 
producing capacitor paper of less than 
0.2 mil thickness. This patent was 
assigned to the company by Reavis C. 
Sproull and Herbert G. Hard. Jr., as 
a result of a research and develop¬ 
ment contract in 1948. 

Their invention involves the modifi¬ 
cation of a conventional paper-mak¬ 
ing machine, known as the Harper- 
Fourdrinier machine, by replacing 
the pick-up wire, used to transfer the 
wet web of pulp fibers to the drier, 
by a loop of smooth surfaced sub¬ 
stantially unstretchable metallic or 
plastic foil. This seemingly simple 
modification permits formation of 
thin capacitor tissue without encount¬ 
ering the danger of tearing the wet 
web at the pick-up transfer point, 
which danger was constantly present 
in the conventional machine. 

Dr. George J. Kahan, formerly of 
Sprague Electric, was granted U. S. 
Letters Patent 2.786.925 for a metal 
film resistor of the type having an 
electrically resistive film on a cylin¬ 
drical vitreous base, with silver bands 
around the ends of the resistive film 
to provide anchoring points for term¬ 
inal leads, and a vitreous outer-coat¬ 
ing. Dr. Kahan's improvement con¬ 
sists in providing thermal diffusion 
barrier layers of platinum or pal¬ 
ladium between the resistive layer 
and each silver band. This improve-

to 30 C below the usual lower limit 
for impregnants and which main¬ 
tains good high temperature oper¬ 
ating properties. The dielectric char¬ 
acteristics, particularly power factor, 
insulation resistance, and dielectric 
constant, of prior art impregnants 
have suffered in attempts to extend 
their useful operating range. How¬ 
ever. our inventors found that these 
deficiencies of the prior art did not 
occur in an organic dielectric im¬ 
pregnant consisting of chlorinated 
diphenyl, admixed with about 10% 
by weight of orsil.
